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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 

forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 30 - 34 and 37, 38 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's invention is drawn to an alignment controller for determining that the 

given base station should hand off timing control to another base station. 

Applicant's independent claim 30 recites, inter alia, a method in a base station for 
timing alignment of a field unit with a structure as defined in the specification (pages 22 
- 26) including determining a gross timing offset with respect to other reverse link 
signals from other field units sharing the same reverse link logical channel; transmitting 
the gross timing offset to the field unit; following a coarse timing adjustment performed 
by the field unit based on the gross timing offset, calculating a fine timing adjustment 
based on a metric of the transmission path between the base station and the field units 
associated with a second received reverse link signal; and selectively determining 
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based on the metric whether the base station should control the timing alignment of the 
field unit during a soft handover. 

Applicant's independent claim 30 comprises a particular combination of 
elements, which is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. 

Accordingly, applicant's claims are allowed for these reasons and for the reasons 
recited by applicant in the amendment filed on 10/29/2010.
